Gold From Alberta Farms 


ON. George Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, estimates 
that last year the farms of Alberta produced 
stock, dairy and other products worth $225,000,000. 

The population of Alberta in 1921 was 588,000; it is per 
haps 750,000 at the present time. 

That gives an average of $300 per 
that was created on the farms of Alberta last year and turned 
into the channels of business. 

Of this splendid total, much more than half was produced 
on the farms of Central Alberta; that wonderfully fertile belt 
lying between the valley of the Red Deer river on the south 
and the valley of the Peace river on the north. 

Scant rainfall resulted in poor crops in some 
districts last year. Making allowance for that, it is probably 
not far wide of the mark to say that the farms of Central Al- 
berta yielded an average of $400 per head of its population, 

In 1923, the last year for which figures are available, the 
gross value of farm production in the United States was 
$14,310,000,000, The population of the Republic is approximate- 
ly 110,000,000. The wealth produced on United States’ farms 
in that year thus amounted to an average of $130 per head of 
population. 

It is estimated that the proceeds of agriculture in all Can- 
ada last year amounted to $1,716,980,000. Tho population of 
the Dominion is about 9,000,000. This gives an average of $190 
per head as representing the gross farm revenue last year for 
the whole of Canada. 

That is to say: The farms in Central Alberta last year gave 
to the people living in this district three times as much wealth 
per head as the farms of the United States gave to the people 
of that country in 1923; and more than twice as much per 
head as the farms of the whole Dominion gave to its pecple

The dark corners seem the best 
place for the man torn, on one hand, 
by the urge fo spit, and, on the other, 
uneasy because of anti-spitting laws 
and the educationa] uplift. But even 
spitting in the corners has dangers 
and disadvantages. Therefore, up- 
to-the-minute factories now paint 
the corners white and provide easily 
reached and cleaned spittoons. 

As we went on around this fac- 
tory we came to what they call the 
dirty room. In this room certain 
handling of. powders creates con- 
siderable fine dust. Over each ma- 
chine there Is a hood and an ex- 
haust fan. Theoretically, all the dust 
that rises from the machine is suck- 
ed out of the room. This dust laden 
air js filtered through a cloth sack 
which {s supposed to take out all 
the dust. 

In spite of all these precautions 
the operatives in this room are com- 
pelled to wear washable working 
clothes and to wash thefr hands and 
faces frequently. I do not know 
how this ‘dirty room," as they term 
it, is to be made cleaner. Possibly 
a stronger suction and having the ex- 
haust fit closer over the machine 
would be found. practicable, Pos- 
sibly the dust collecting bag should 


being to collect the dust whic! 
passes the first bag. Perhaps some- 
thing would he gained by placiig 
dust catchers in unoceupled parts of 
the room and removing the dust 
from them frequently, just as that in 
the bag is now removed 

There are people who think rails, 
shelves and books !n a room do good 
provided they are cleaned periodical- 
ly. The theory is that the dust 
which settles on a raij. shelf, or book 
is away from the breathing alr. The 
principle is that which Is.now used 
{n controlling fly breeding—to wit: 
provide easily accessible breeding 
places and then periodically destroy 
the eggs, rather than trying to keep 
the flies from laying.

112,000 turned over as a trust fund 
rom the 1919 Dominion Wheat 
Pool, everyone, including Premier 
Brownlee, having a filng at sugges- 
tions without repuilt, it being finally 
agreed that a apectial committee 
should bring down recommendations 
for this disposition of this surplus. 

The committee consists of Hon. 
George Hoadley, O. L. McPherson, 
G@. L. Stringham, <A. M. Matheson 
and George Mills. 

Used for Nesearch 

In Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
the wheat pool surplus fund has 
heen devoted to endowment funds 
for research work under direction 
of appointer boards, Premier Brown- 
lee said the Alberta government 
had agreed with this principle in the 
main and suggested that the $112.- 
000 should be set apart from general 
revenue and the proceeds, totalling 
about $5,500 atnually, used asa 
Paste of research work designed to 
ald and improve agricultral condi- 
tions, 

George Hoadley maintained that 
the fund should be administered by 
a board under direction of the gov- 
ernment for promoting eductional 
work on co-operative by heen | 
lines. Ex-Premier Greenfield wante 
it devoted to research work especial- 
ly directed at improving and safe- 
guarding grain production. A. M. 
Matheson, Vegreville, suggested that 
it be used by the government in a 
campaign to eradicate noxious 
weeds . 

L. A. Giroux, Grouard, reminded 
government forces that the $112,000 
was strictly a trust fund, about 
which they had been hearing go 
much during the last few days, and 
inasmuch aa it came from the wheat 
pool members in 1919 the House 
should determine to what extent 
these members were now joined up 
with the Alberta wheat pool and a 
fair share at least be devoted to 
research or co-operative marketing 
efforts directly in their intcrest.
